What is claimed is:

0. A computer program embodied cjn a computer readable medium for a 
knowledgebase framework, comprising: 

(a) a code segment that obtains infcpnation from at least one source utilizing a 
network; / 

(b) a code segment that generates an index for the obtained information, wherein 
the generated index comprises /a plurality of items each associated with at 
least some of the obtained infdrmation; 

(c) a code segment that displays tpe index to a user utilizing the network; 

(d) a code segment that permits me user to select an least one of the items of the 
index; and 

(e) a code segment that displays the information associated with the selected 
item to the user utilizing the network. 

11. A computer program as recited in claim 10, wherein the at least one source 
comprises an internal source.
